“The Public Buildings Department did an out- 
standing job,” praised Mahoney, who noted that lots 
of furniture and materials needed to be transferred 
from school to school to adjust to the presence of 
the new Middle School 

Superintendent of Schools Geraldine O'Donnell 
agreed. 

J ly can’t say enough how excellent the sup- 
port has been for the custodial staff,” said 
Superintendent O'Donnell. In terms of preparing 
the new Middle School and the others schools for 
readiness, she added, “They've done an extraordi- 
nary amount of work, and they did it ahead of 
schedule.” 

Approximately 80 teachers met at the Middle 
School with Garfield and Curriculum Director Dr. 
Lore Nielsen on August 21, 22 and 23. The purpose 
of such a gathering was to provide the faculty with 
their very first tour of the building and to discuss 
the new school’s numerous procedures and policies

room will be,” Dr. Nielsen told the School 
Committee. “They were happy to see their boxes 
there already, waiting for them.” 

A major emphasis placed on the three-day work- 
shop entailed team-building between teachers from 
the North and West Intermediate Schools, the two 
locations that were combined this summer into one 
population at the new school. 

Said Dr. Nielsen, “I am very happy to tell you that 
we didn’t see a North faction and a West faction. We 
saw a new Wilmington Middle School.” 

According to Dr. Nielsen, the teachers from the 
two Intermediate Schools are not the only ones who 
are in the new classrooms. The Middle School is 
also the new home to two elzmentary school teach- 
ers who have been transferred from within the s 
tem, as well as four high school teachers and twelve 
recently hired ones. 

“During this workshop, we 
teachers reaching out to the new ones, 
Nielsen. 

One segment of the workshop outlined Principal 
Garfield's prime curriculum goal, which is her lit- 
eracy plan. 

“The teachers responded well to that,” said Dr. 
Nielsen. “There are a lot of challenges ahead, and 
this Middle School is ready to meet them.” 

In other school-related news, Jeanne Noonan, the 
new Coordinator of the school system’s Extended 
Day Program, has told the Superintendent's Office 
that enrollment numbers for the just-begun school 
year are up. Dr. Nielson relayed to the School 
Committee some of Noonan’s facts and figures. 

At the elementary level, 63 students are attending 
the morning Extended Day programs that are 
spread throughout the Boutwell Street and 
Wildwood Street and Woburn Street and Shawsheen 
Elementary Schools. In the afternoon programs, 
103 students are enrolled. 

At the North and West Intermediate Schools, as 
well as the new Middle School, 17 students are par- 
ticipating in the morning programs, while 41 are 
attending the afterrioon sessions of Extended Day. 

“This program is not just child care,” said Dr. 
Nielsen. “It is very soundly grounded in supporting

WILMINGTON - Friday after- 
noons are traditionally busy for 
banks because customers with 
paychecks frequently like to cash 
them during their lunch hours. A 
robber must have been counting 
on such a high level of commotion 
when he robbed a bank on Lowell 
Street on Friday, August 25.

Friday, a Hispanic male walked 
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into the MassBank branch at 211

white hold-up note with demands 
for ten-and-twenty-dollar bills 
written in red ink.

No weapons were shown. 

The teller complied with the 
man’s criminal demand, and the 
robber fled on foot. According to 
witnesses, the man disappeared 
into the traffic at the intersection 
of Lowell and Woburn Streets.

He is, as mentioned, a Hispanic 
male with light black skin. He 
stands approximately 5’11” and 
weighs approximately 150 pounds.

October 3 Town Meeting 
Fire Station, land swap prompt two articles 


By CHARLOTTE COOPER 

TEWKSBURY - Several inter- 
esting articles promise to spark 
conversations at the Special Town 
Meeting on October 3rd. 

One article will address the need 
to raise $160,000 in additional funds 
for the construction of the South 
Street Fire Station. A second ar- 
ticle will determine whether or not 
a land-swap between a local pri- 
vate developer and the Tewksbury 
Hospital will be approved. 

“We had an original project esti- 
mate of $1.373 million [to construct 
the fire station],” said David 
Cressman, Town Manager. “Right 
now we're coming a little closer to 
$1.536 million. The difference being 
about $163,000.” 

Mr. Cressman said that the esti- 
mate fell short of the actual bids for 
the job. He.cites several reasons 
for this. One reason is the lack of 
competition for bidders. 

“One of the problems is that we 
are in a period of time where most 
contractors have enough work,” 
said Mr. Cressman. He also said 
that some contractors are not inter- 


ested in government work con- 
tracts. “There's not much competi- 
tion right now and the prices climb.” 

“Another problem is with 
sub-contractors,” said Mr. 
Cressman. He said that it has been 
difficult to solicit reasonable bids 
for the areas of miscellaneous metal 
work and masonry. 

“In the area of miscellaneous 
metals, we only had two bidders,” 
he said. He said that at least three 
bidders had been hoped for, but 
that didn’t happen. The two 
sub-contractors bid 100% morethan 
what was originally estimated. He 
said that the town went with their 
original estimate of $30,000 and 
broke even on that issue. 

In the area of masonry, Mr. 
Cressman said that a contractor 
from Billerica was eventually se- 
cured. The contractor would com- 
plete the job for a reasonable 
amount. It still took time to con- 
tract someone and the process was 
not without complications. 

“We still went over the original 
estimate,” said Mr. Cressman. He 
said that estimates are really only

The property 
has come before the Planning Board 
for use as a multi-family dwelling 
site with high-rise buildings. The 
plans for development have met 


with opposition from the neighbors, 
who feel such plans are unsuitable 
for that site 

“The suggestion was made by a 
resident that we swap the land the 
governor designated that we use 
for middle income housing,” said 
Ray Sanzone, the Director of 
Tewksbury State Hospital. Thestate 
land would be along Livingston 
Street where the boarded-up old 
buildings are located 

Although it is not unusual for an 
individual to petition the state for 
land or other things, most legisla- 
tors feel that the town should be 
involved. Mr. Cressman said that 
the article would be to authorize the 
town to petition the state and allow 
the swap to take place. He said that 
he and the selectmen support the 
ideas,

TEWKSBURY - At a gathering 
at the Trahan School on Wednes- 
day, August 9th, the completion of 
the first five phases of town sewer 
was discussed as well as the future 
of the remaining phases necessary 
for the entire town to be on sewer 

“The work started in June of 
1996,” said Town Manager David 
Cressman. “We did a total of 16 
miles of sewer and 2.7 miles of new 
water mains.” He said that the 
total cost of the project was $9.9 
million “With that $9.9 million, in 
addition to the sewer and water 
main installation, we installed three 
new pumping stations and a new 
pedestrian bridge at South Street.” 

“We were able to do those extra 
things due to good project manage- 
ment,” said Mr. Cressman. “Our 
cost control methods gave us an 
extra 25% more than we originally 
planned.” He said that to construct 
the pedestrian bridge, they had to 
run the water line across the old 
railroad bridge and put the pedes- 
trian bridge over it. The reasoning 
behind the pedestrian bridge con- 
struction is to assure the South 
Street citizens that they can leave 
their area the next time a major 
flood event occurs. 

“Forty percent of the town now 
has access to town sewer,” said Mr 
Cressman. He said that the sewer 
provides service to about 1000 
homes. With the exception of two 
streets, all of Phases 1-5 have been 
completed 

“The first reason for meeting, is 
to say that with the link up of the 
Trahan School to town sewer, that 


completes the first five phases of 
the sewer plan,” said Mr. Cress- 
man. “The second reason for the 
meeting is to thank the state for 
assisting us in funding.” He said 
that the state’s loan contribution of 
$4.6 million at 0% interest fueled 
the sewer plan to the completion of 
Phase 5. 

“The third reason for the meet. 
ing is that we are laying the final 
pipes to sewer the Trahan School,” 
said Mr. Cressman. He said that 
there have been concerns regard- 
ing the septic system at the school 
forsome time. “It is the last public 
school in town to receive sewer 
service.” 

Mr. Cressman said that the final 
reason for the meeting is to review 
what has happened and decide 
where the town would like to go 
from here. He said that the issue is 
before the Sewer Committee now 
and they will need input on what the 
next step should be and to discuss 
financing 

“The current loan is for 20 years. 
The good news is, the interest on 
the $5 million is just 5%. On the 
state loan, we pay just the prin- 
ciple,” said Mr. Cressman, “That 
wasn't originally part of the final 
plan. It was achieved after the 
construction began.” 

He said that the past four years 
have been hallmarks in sewer plan- 
ning. 

“When we first started installing 
the sewer pipeline along Andover 
Street, we planned it so that it would 
be installed prior to paving,” Mr 
Cressman said. He said that when 
they worked on Shawsheen Street, 
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they coordinated it with other dig- 
ging projects, such as replacing the 
pipes in the culvert and the culvert 
itself. 

“We were able to limit the dis- 
ruption of traffic on Main Street,” 
Mr. Cressman said. He said that by 
limiting the work area to the side of 
the street and drilling with a new 
technology, traffic problems and 
tie-ups were practically 
nor-existent. 

“At the intersection of South Main 
Streets, we employed a new tech- 
nique called directional drilling,” 
said Mr. Cressman. He said that it 
is a method where a hole is drilled 
on both ends of section that in which 
a new pipe will be laid, and a ma- 
chine is lowered in one of the holes. 
The machine then digs a line under- 
ground so that the pipe can be 
placed without stripping the top 
layer of the road. 

“We didn’t have to dig at the 
surface, limiting the disruption of 
traffic flow,” he said. 

Mr. Cressman said that there 
were four major contractors and 
one minor contractor for the dura- 
tion of the project. A section of 
Shawsheen Street even had the old 
two-inch water pipe removed and 
replaced with a much more effi- 
cient eight inch pipe. 

“That was another way to save 
digging up the street multiple 
times,” Mr. Cressmansaid. “We've 
been doing this for four years, and 
now it’s coming to a close. Our 
thanks go to the police department 
for their help in making this project 
run smoothly.”

Clark hopes the tradition contin- 
ues once again with winning teams, 
but he also knows winning is not 
what the program is all about. 

"I just hope the program gets 
better for the kids,” said Clark, who 
has spent the last four years in the 
program as a coach or as board 


member. "We hope to give them the 
resources for the proper equipment 
and the proper teaching. This pro- 
gram is about the children- making 
it fun for them and making it the 
best we can for them in every way. 
It's not about a coach, it's not about 
aparent or anything else. It's about 
the kids, nothing else." 

Since being a part of Pop Warner, 
Clark's responsibilities won't be a 
hands on thing. His primary job is 
to be organized, to do lots and lots 
of paper work (birth certificates, 
report card checks, forms, picture 
ID's, etc). However, with that is 
also another big responsibility. 

"That right there," he said with 
a smirk, pointing to the new snack 
shed that's being built. "That's my 
main goal right now is to get that 
completed before the season ends. 
We want to have one spot for the 
snacks for the equipment and ev- 
erything else." 

Clark said the new shack is be- 
ing built and basically donated by 


several local businesses including 
Mike Welch of Quality Additions, 
Wilmington Builders Supply and 
the McKenzie Brothers. Clark said 
the program can't thank those busi- 
nesses enough, nor can it thank 
other people in the town. 

“Mike Caira has been great. He 
hasreally been behindus and helped 
us out a lot. The parents have been 
a big help, all of these coaches and 
people volunteering have been great 
too. 


“We also lost a very good friend 
to the program - Larry McGrath. 
He loved this program and was 
always there to help. He was our 
light man, but more importantly he 
was a friend to the program who 


we'll miss," said Clark. 

Clark's wife, Karen, still contin- 
ues her reign as the cheerleading 
co-ordinator. In other words, she's 
the top gun when it comes to the 
cheerleaders.

P Phousands of people 
lined up to visit the Tall 


Ships when they made 
their stopover in Boston Harbor 
for Tall Ships 2000. Many of 
those people may not have real- 
ized that the stopover was a pre- 
lude to an ocean odyssey that 
would end several weeks later in 
Amsterdam, Netherlands. 

However, Winchester’s Katie 
Oman knew of the trans-Atlantic 
Ocean voyage and her wait to 
get on board Brilliant, out of 
Mystic Seaport, Connecticut, 
went far beyond the few hours of 
the visitors. Oman waited for 


| years and trained hard to be a 


volunteer student member of the 
crew of the ship that won the 
Trans-Atlantic Tall Ships Race 
both for its class and over all. 
The 68 year-old sailing vessel 
was first in its class for the 
Boston to Halifax portion of the 
race. 

Oman, who graduated from 
Princeton University in New 
Jersey in June, started her sail 
training on Winchester's scenic 
Mystic Lakes as a member of 
the Winchester Boat Club and 
by sailing various kinds of small 
sailboats all over Massachusetts 
Bay. 

Although the crews were sail- 
ing on some very old and his- 
toric boats, they were able to 
keep in touch with families and 
friends back home by way of the 
internet. Because of distance 
this was the metod used to com- 
municate with Oman. 

In response to an e-mail ques- 
tion on the feeling of winning 
the race, Oman wrote (from a 
cyber-cafe in Amsterdam) 
“Well, each day all of the ships 


reported their latitude/longitude 
positions over the radio, so we 
pretty much knew where we 
stood for the whole of the race. 
Granted there were a few times 
when we were totally becalmed 
.. and our competitors were 


catching up fast. However, the 
awards ceremony for Tall Ships 
2000 was yesterday (Friday, 
August 25) and it felt great to be 
able to cheer when the first 
mate (Christine Alberi) went up 
to receive the awards for first 
overall.” 

During one log entry Captain 
Moffett wrote, “We are still hold- 
ing first in class and fleet but 
feel sure that one of the big 
squares (square-rigged sailing 
vessels) will take over soon...” 

Oman was one of six student 
crew members/deckhands on 
board Brilliant. The crew con- 
sisted of: Captain George 
Moffett; Alberi; the navigator, 
Frank Bohlen; and_ the 
cook/medical specialist Lee 
Wacker. 

This was not Oman’s first trip 
on Brilliant. In fact she had 
been asked by Captain Moffett 
to make the trip, Oman’s first 
trip under Moffett was during 
the 1996 Bermuda-Newport Race 
with another trip the following 
summer. 

In 1997 Oman was asked to be 
the cook and spent 10-weeks on 
board providing food for a crew 
of 12 cadets during week-long 
sailing sessions. 

She recalled, “Even as early 
as 1997 George Moffett, the cap- 
tain of the Brilliant, was plan- 
ning the trip to Europe in 2000 
and I knew it would be a perfect 
trip for the summer after I grad- 
uated.” 

The plans obviously worked

2000 as the culmination of a 
number of events marking this 
historic year for Winchester.

According to Wood, Brilliant 
has been Mystic Seaport’s sail 
training ship for more than 45 
years - “the oldest sail-training 
program in the nation” - and has 
introduced more than 8,000 peo- 
ple to the lessons * a sailing ship 
naturally teaches.” 

Moffett has been the com- 
mander of the ship for the past 
17 years and served on board 
before that. 

According to Wood, “Moffett's 
philosophy holds that washing 


plunging waist deep into the sea 
while hanging onto the bowsprit 
for a change of jib.” 

Moffett writes, “Even if you 
sail only one day of heavy 
weather with 24 hours of hang- 
ing on for dear life, wet, cold, 
and catching a wink of restless 
sleep you will never forget it. 
You will know the value of going 
to sea.” 

Oman talks of this experience 
when she wrote, “Certainly one 
of the most significant experi- 
ences related to sailing was the 
three days of relatively heavy 
weather we about a 
week out. After three idyllic 
ocean passages (1996, 1998 and 
2000 Newport-Bermuda Races) 
one begins to wonder whether 
‘the big one is ever going to hit.” 

Oman’s understatement of 
the experi during the gale is 
more fully explained by Wood.

“Captain George Moffett reports 

that the crew is full of pride. 

The trans-Atlantic held 


many challenges including a 
hatch and a mast boot leak that 
created a waterfall, according to 
Moffett, in the galley. 

“The crew rotated on a ‘three 
watch’ schedule, ‘hotbunking’ 
and sleeping wedged on the 
floor to avoid rolling out of the 
bunks on the windward side of 
the ship. After five days of the 
17 day voyage,Moffett described 
below deck as ‘the aftermath of 
an undisciplined slumber party 
with bedding and clothing all 
about.’ Gales often kept the 


wind driven watches, for days at 
a time.” 

However, at the end of the 

gale, Moffett writes on August 3, 
We have bright sunlight and fair 
breezes of 20 knots on the quar- 
ter as we ride up the northwest 
side of the high that has been so 
kind to us. All of the crew came 
out of the soaking below like 
rats out of their hole to lay on 
deck and take part in a field day 
of cleaning and airing and fix- 
ing various irritations such as 
the mast boot leaks,

are so high we're having a party 
to celebrate being over half way 
even though that happened a 
while ago. 

“At this moment we are 1890 
nautical miles from Mystic and 
only 904 nautical miles from 
Bishop Rock. 

“Balloons and party decor 
have appeared in the main cabin 
with special fixings from Lee, 
the wonder cook. The boat 
smells much better aired and 
the hunkering down surviva! 
mode, motion and mood is a fig- 
ment of imagination.”

A modest slowdown in single- 
family home sales occurred
